Voted that the Selectmen appoint the remaining Town Officers. 

Voted to accept and adopt the Annual Reports as printed, 

Joel H. Poole made a Report of Progress as Agent for the Town in matter 
of the Parker Legacies. 

Voted to accept same as a Report of Progress. 

Voted to raise and appropriate $3,')00 Ov for a Soldiers’ Monument, provid- 
ed the Woman’s Relief Corps add $ 1,100 00 to the same. 

Chose a committee, consisting of O. H. Bradley, C. L. Rich and Alfred 
Sawyer, to have charge of erecting and dedicating the Soldiers’ Monument, and 
that the expense necessary for dedication be appropriated out of the Treasury. 

_ Albe:t Annett, Chairman of Committee on transcribing early Records of 
jaifrey, made areport of work of Commitee and passed over to the Town a 
copy of one of the earliest Record Books, which was accepted by the Town. 

Voted to raise $500 U0 to assist Conant High School. 

Voted to accept Street Lamps as presented by the Ladies of Village Im- 
provement Society, and instructed the Selectmen to light and care for the same. 

Voted to pass over Article relating to the use of Electricity for street light- 
ing, but appointeda Committee, consisting of Will J. Mower, Charles R. Kit- 
tiedge and Uscar H. Bradley, to investigate the matter and reportat a subse- 
quent meeting. 

Voted to purchase another Snow Roller. 

Instructed Selectmen to purchase two new Road Machines. 

Voted that the Selectmen pay for the Electric Light Fixtures in Library 
Building. 

_. Voted to accept the Fund of $200 00, from the late Sally M. Page, in trust, 
“to be kept invested, and the income to be used to improve the lot of the late 
John Felt. 

Voted to re-imburse Elliot O. Prescott for damage to his property the night 
before July 4, 1898, to the amout of $15 00. 

In consideration of $100 00 pledged by White Brothers, Voted to build 
a face wall and continue iron fence on West side of White Bros.’ mill pond. 

Voted to add $200 00 to the fund in the Treasury. 

Voted to adjourn.

You are hereby, notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on the second 
Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
subjects: 


1. To-choose a Town Clerk and all other necessary town officers. 

2. To hear all reports and act thereon. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the support of the 
schools, the maintenance of the poor, building and repairing highways and 
bridges, to pay the town debt and interest thereon, for the Town Library, Fire © 
Department, Memorial Day, and all other necessary town charges. 

4. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of money to assist in 
supporting the Conant High School, or take any action relating thereto. 

5. To see if the town will vote to purchase side-walk plow, raise and appro- 
priate money to pay for the same, or act in any way relating thereto. 

6. To see if the town will vote to grade the Common at Jaffrey Center, raise 
and appropriate money for the same or act in any way relating thereto. 

2d. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to lay out and be 
built a new piece of highway near the foot of the hill leading from the Common 
northwesterly toward Dublin, then southeasterly on land of E.R. Spaulding 
to intersect the Turnpike opposite land of Jonas Cutter; and when said piece of 
new highway is built and accepted, to discontinue the present road across said 
Common, and raise and appropriate money for the same, as petitioned for by 
Joel H. Poole and others. 

7. Tosee if the town will vote to light the streets of East Jaffrey Village 
with electricity, raise or appropriate money for the same, or pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

8. To see if the town «will vote to purchase new Fire Apparatus, raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or pass any vote in relation thereto.
